COLUMBUS. June 16—O hio legis­ 
lators caught up on sleep today—and 
perhaps dream ed of dollar signs— 
after concluding the biggest spend­ 
ing session in state history by work­ 
ing from IO a. rn. Saturday until 
7:22 a. rn. yesterday. 
The Republican dom inated 97th 
general assembly allotted $680,000,000 
since it convened Jan. 6—some m il­ 
lions in excess of any previous bi­ 
ennial appropriations. 
An economy-minded house w rest­ 
led for m onths w ith the Daniels- 
Cram er school bill to increase state 
aid to public schools, and on the 
final day a compromise version of 
the measure was approved providing 
I $86,000,000 a year, $27,000,000 more 
th an last year. T eacher pay boosts 
Jof from $600 to $800 annually are 
, expected to result. 
An attem pt to outlaw the closed 
shop failed, but the m ost drastic 
labor-control 
legislation 
in

state's history was enacted, some of 
it over objections of Gov. Thom as

22-Hour Session 
Except for lunch and dinner re­ 
cesses Saturday and a few “five- 
m inute 
breaks” 
which

songfests and a m idnight ice-cream 
party, the legislators worked unin­ 
terruptedly in their final session of 
nearl 22 hours. 
Most of the legislative leaders were 
severely critical of the executive's 
hands-off policy and are prepared 
to hold him responsible if the legis­ 
lative program they enacted back­ 
fires on the Republican party. 
N otw ithstanding the all-tim e high 
allotm ents, C hairm an Paul H. Bal­ 
lard of the house finance committee 
said the state would be approxi­ 
m ately $4,000,000 in the black at 
the end of the biennium 
The general operational budget 
carried approxim ately $547,000,000 in 
which $439,000,000 came from gen­ 
eral revenues and the rem ainder 
represented federal subsides and ro­ 
taries. 
More than $71,000,000 new money 
was alloted for capital expenditures 
at the state universities, welfare In­ 
stitutions and other projects, while 
about $60,000,000 alloted for sim ilar 
purpases two years ago but not spent 
was reapportioned for the same pur­ 
poses.

If the Attlee government calls a conference of Euro 
p ean nations, including Russia, to talk about economic 
recovery financed by the United S tates it will be the 
most im p ortant international develop ment of 1947 
T he Russian government has been m aking Com 
m unlst hay in Europ e while chaos shone. Its agents 
have rushed into the vacuum created by war with blue­ 
p rints for a new order. They have p rovided leadership 
for desp erate p eop le tired of wandering in a p olitical 
and economic wilderness. 
Ernest O. Hauser is among those p ointing out that 
Communism has become the lesser evil to m any Euro­ 
p eans. He says in the current Saturday Evening Post 
th at they are turning to it because there simp ly is 
nothing else to turn to. 
As far as the m ass p sychology of the situation is 
concerned, it is like that in the U nited States in 1932, 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt won a national election by 
adm itting he didn’t know w hat he’d do if elected, but 
he’d do something. 
T he United States cannot rehabilitate Europ ean 
economies p iecemeal; they are too closely Integrated 
It cannot rehabilitate them without the coop eration ot 
the government concerned; state socialism is far a d ­ 
vanced in all Europ ean countries. There Ls urgent need 
for the governments concerned to get together—under 
the United Nations, if p assible, but in any event to get 
together 
Even Russia, susp ected of p referring chaos to re­ 
habilitation, must have every op p ortunity to reject 
chaas in favor of rehabilitation. If th e Kremlin takes 
its stand in favor of chaos, the issue will be joined 
clearly between two p lans 
the p lan of the United 
States to help Europ ean societies survive as indep end­ 
ent members of a coop erative civilization, and the p lan 
of the Soviet Union t.o reduce all Europ ean societies to 
sections of a totalitarian state.

h eart; th ere are attacks of rap id 
h eart te a t which may be p receded 
or followed by trem bling, sweating, 
p aleness or slight fever. 
T here may be shortness of breath 
from time to time, brought on p a r­ 
ticularly by excitem ent. 


Actual H eart Tain 
In some instances, there is actual 
h eart p ain, which is felt as a sort 
of 
burning 
sensation 
under 
the 
breast bone, or there may be aching. 
The p ain m ay be felt during or after 
exercising, and it Ls not relieved by 
rest. 
P atients with th is condition tire 
easily, sleep p oorly, and often wake 
up tired. They dread any sort of 
work, They cannot concentrate and 
are unable to control th eir em o­ 
tions. The hands often feel cold, 
and the p alm s are wet. Dizziness 
and faintness are frequently p resent. 


Similar Sy mpto ms 
There are other conditions which 
m ay cause sim ilar sym p toms, some 
tim es with heart dam age, such as 
an increase in the am ount of secre­ 
tion from the thyroid gland, early 
tuberculosis of the lungs, rheum atic 
fever and undulant fever. However, 
by m eans of careful exam ination, it 
Ls p ossible to tell neuroclreulatory 
asthenia from these o th er condi­ 
tions.

Quieting The Nerv es 
O ther things which are help ful in 
the treatm ent of neuroclreulatory 
asthenia are the use of barbiturates 
which act to quiet the nerves and 
which, of course, should be taken 
under the direction of a p hysician 
and in the am ount which he p re­ 
scribes. 
* 
At the beginning of the tre a t­ 
m ent. tea, coffee, tobacco and alco­ 
hol are p rohibited. It is not nec­ 
essary th a t the p atient be p ut into 
a hosp ital, and p rolonged rest ls 
to be avoided. Neuroclreulatory as­ 
thenia Ls not a serious disorder, 
but is one which m ay be elim inated 
with p rop er treatm ent.
